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Recycling credits 

blow for charities

CHARITIES in the Ely area will 
miss out on thousands of 
pounds in funding after coun¬ 
cillors agreed changes to the way 
they hand out cash made 
through recycling. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) currently receives 
£38 from Cambridgeshire County 
Council for every tonne it recycles. 

That cash is then passed on to charities 
and organisations in the district which run 
bottle and clothes banks. 

But ECDC will now pass on a flat rate of 
just £78 a year for each recycling bank. 

Cllr Tony Parramint, chairman of the 
council’s environment and transport 
committee, said recycling credits had been 
handed out for many years, “even though 
there is no requirement” for the authority to 
do so. 

He added: “Unfortunately, today’s tough 
financial climate means this is no longer 
possible.” 

The change means charities such as Little- 
port-based Branching Out, which caters for 
people with disabilities and learning 
difficulties, could lose around £8,000 a year. 

Susan Wiggans, general manager of the 
charity, which maintains 12 recycling banks 
in the district, said the decision has led to 
redundancies.

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Station cafe raider gets 
curfew and work order 


A FATHER who broke into a cafe 
at a train station using a pair of 
garden secateurs has been 
made the subject of a curfew. 

Justin Barnes, 40, was seen on 
CCTV alongside with man at Ely 
station “acting suspiciously”. 

Police officers arrived and 
found Barnes inside the station’s 
L.A. Golden Bean cafe. 

In December, Barnes, of John 
Amner Close, Ely, appeared at 
Ely Magistrates’ Court where he 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
trespass with intent to steal. 

He returned last Thursday 
and was sentenced to a 12- 
month community order comp¬ 


lete with supervision. 

The father-of-two was also 
placed on a six-month curfew 
from 8pm-8am each day. 

The bench heard how Barns 
and a co-defendant caused 
damage worth around £200. 

Michael Judkins, mitigating, 
said: “He was just out late at 
night with the co-defendant 
when the suggestion to break-in 
to the cafe was made. It was 
never his intention.” 

The co-defendant will appear 
at court at a later date. 

Barnes was also ordered to 
pay £100 compensation and £85 
court costs. 


Driver injured after his 
car is ‘forced off road’ 


A MOTORIST was taken to 
hospital after reportedly being 
forced off the road by another 
vehicle. 

The man, in his 30s, was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s Hosp¬ 
ital, Cambridge, with slight 
injuries. 

He was driving a silver Ford 
KA along the A1123 at Stretham, 
close to the A10 junction, when 
he was forced off the road and 
into the roundabout. 

The driver of the other 
vehicle failed to stop at the 
scene. 


Police are now appealing for 
witnesses or anyone with any 
information following the 
incident at 6.20am on Tuesday. 

A spokesman for Cambridge¬ 
shire Constabulary said: "We 
have no details of the car which 
failed to stop. 

“The other driver, a man in 
his 30s, was taken to hospital 
with slight injuries and reported 
that he’d been forced off the 
road and into the roundabout 
by this other driver.”

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Fabulous Mr Flibble fills phone box 


THE sight of a giant, naked man struggling to get out of a phone box is 
greeting villagers in Prickwillow this month. 

The striking and quirky images have been put inside the 
village’s famous red phone box as part of its January 
exhibition. 

Cambridge photographer Dominick Reed is the man 
behind the new exhibition, which features more than 
60 of his portrait images. 

The village’s kiosk was saved from 
destruction last year and now hosts different 
art exhibitions each month. 

Mr Reed’s pictures detail the 
escapades of his curious alter ego ‘Mr 
Flibble’, an asylum inmate who exists 
under the ever watchful eye of 
‘Matron’. 

Mr Flibble’s bizarre facial 
expressions, odd costumes and 
humorous parodies of popular culture 
have attracted a cult following online. 

However, the laughter-provoking 
images with their bold statements and 
surreal appearance could be the village’s 
most controversial show to date. 

He said: “In my attempts to keep 
making amusing pictures, the stories 
surrounding my pictures have got weirder 
and weirder. 

“But I’m a firm believer that photography 
takes itself way too seriously. 

“People frequently tell me how one of my 
photos has brightened their day or made them 
spit coffee over their computer. I don’t think 
there is a better feeling than that.” 

In December, a giant pair of wings and a host 
of angels decorated the box while previous shows 
have shone a spotlight on a local steel sculptor and 
a chair craftsman.

Man struck partner 
in drunken attacks 


FESTIVITIES turned sour when a 
woman was assaulted by her 
partner on Christmas Eve and 
New Year's Day, a court heard. 

Wayne Dowling tried to strangle his 
partner on Christmas Eve and pinned her 
down by her shoulders with his legs. 

Seven days later, the 30-year-old hit her 
around the head with a dinner plate. 

Delia Matthews, prosecuting, told the 
bench how Dowling, of St Johns Road, Ely, 
was made subject to a community order 
on November 18, last year after admitting 
three other common assaults against her. 

Mrs Matthews said: “On December 24, 
he got on top of her and pinned her down 
by holding his legs on her shoulders. 

“He then grabbed her around the 
throat, leaving a visible red mark. On

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January 1 he then hit her around the head 
with a plate.” 

Dowling appeared at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court last Thursday where he pleaded 
guilty to two charges of common assault. 

Michael Judkins, mitigating, said: “My 
client moved into the address in St Johns 
Road to be with her and their eight- 
month-old child. 

“On Christmas Eve he’d had far too 
much to drink and can’t recall anything 
that happened. However, he is prepared to 
accept what she said did happen. 

“On New Year’s Day they had both been 
drinking at his mother’s address in 
Barrington. 


“He was making some food in the 
kitchen but hadn’t made any for her, 
which she took offence to. She put her 
hand in his face and he reacted by hitting 
her with a plate. 

“There are lots of issues that need 
addressing here but my client wants to do 
all he can to make amends.” 

Magistrates adjourned the case for pre¬ 
sentence reports to be prepared and 
warned Dowling they were “keeping all 
options open”. 

He will be back before the bench on 
February 3 and was released on cond¬ 
itional bail to spend each night at his 
mother’s home, not to contact the victim 
directly or indirectly and not to come to 
Ely other than by appointment with the 
court or his solicitor.

In a letter to the district council, 
she said: “Sufficient thought has not 
been given to what impact this will 
have on those who are regarded as 
the most vulnerable in our comm¬ 
unity.” 

Haddenham’s Arkenstall Centre, 
will also see its income from its 
recycling banks plummet £2,500 to 
around £600. 

Liberal Democrats says the 
decision will be a blow to many local 
organisations. 

Lib Dem Cllr Neil Morrison, who 
represents Littleport, said: “Branch¬ 
ing Out relies heavily on recycling, 
not only to generate much-needed 
income, but to provide a working 
environment for the people with 
learning difficulties that it supports. 

“The Tories have made this dec¬ 
ision to plug a hole in their finances 
without thinking about the severe 
impact it will have on all the 
organisations which have come to 
rely on this money.” 

ECDC recycling bosses have also 
announced they will probably 
remove some recycling banks across 
the district, further cutting the 
income paid to charities. 

Lib Dem environment spokesman 
Bob Stevens believes the move could 
also take away residents’ incentive to 
recycle, further compounding the 
council’s recycling figures, which are 
already “the worst in the county”. 

Cllr Fred Brown, ECDC leader, said: 
“None of the proposals we have put 
forward have been suggested without 
a great deal of thought and dis¬ 
cussion. 

“We know there are many groups 
who have come to rely on the money 
which they receive from us. But the 
problem which we all face is when 
this money stops or is cut. We cannot 
continue to pay out money we no 
longer have.”

Jail likely 
for death 
crash man 


A LITTLEPORT lorry driver 
faces jail after he admitted 
causing the death of a popular 
college tutor. 

Dad-of-four Simon Bendall, 
who worked in the engineering 
and construction academies at 
Cambridge Regional College, 
was killed in a pile-up on the 
A14 on April 29 last year. 

At the city’s Crown court, 
haulier Melvyn Gillett, of Croft 
Park Road, pleaded guilty to 
causing death by dangerous 
driving. 

The 44-year-old was bailed 
until a sentencing hearing on 
February 10. 

fudge Gareth Hawkesworth 
told Gillett: “You must under¬ 
stand that an immediate 
custodial sentence is inevitable 
in this case. 

“The fact I’m giving you bail 
doesn’t mean the court is even 
considering the possibility of a 
community order.” 

Mr Bendall, of Robins Close, 
Isleham, was queuing to get off 
the westbound carriageway at 
Milton on his way to work 
when his Vauxhall Astra was 
hit. Two other cars were 
involved, as well as Gillett’s 
lorry. 

Following the death of Mr 
Bendall, 53, his family called 
for the A14 to be improved to 
prevent more tragedies. 


Mum ‘groomed 
boy, 12, for sex’ 


A PRIMARY school playtime 
assistant allegedly had sex 
five times with a 12-year- 
old, encouraging him to 
miss lessons to take part in 
sordid liaisons, a court 
heard. 

Mum-of-two Diane Pullar, 31, 
who worked at Glebelands Primary 
School, Chatteris, allegedly groom¬ 
ed the boy - even showing him 
adult horror films during their illicit 
meetings. 

The court heard she began 
picking her victim up from school, 
sent him secret text messages and 
once straddled him on a tramp¬ 
oline with her cleavage exposed. 

Pullar has pleaded not guilty to 
six charges of engaging in sexual 
activity with the boy, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons and 
does not attend the school where 
she worked. 

Claire Matthews, prosecuting, 


told a jury at Cambridge Crown 
Court: “Diane Pullar was involved 
in a full-blown sexual relationship 
with a child. 

“She would collect him from 
school in her car. She sent him text 
messages.” 

She added the texts read: “Love 
you loads, remember to delete this, 
kiss, kiss, kiss.” 

Pullar also told the boy if he 
informed anyone of the relation¬ 
ship she would get in trouble. 

After grooming the youngster 
with texts and straddling him 
several times on a trampoline, with 
her cleavage exposed, she allegedly 
had sex with him five times and 
performed oral sex on him once. 

All six of the charges relate to a 
period between April and July 2009 
when the boy, who is now 13 but 
was 12 at the time of the attacks, 
was regularly visiting her home. 

In spring last year, another 
teenage boy, who had walked in on 


Pullar and her victim during one of 
their trysts, told his mother about 
the incident. 

On Tuesday, the jury was shown 
a video interview of Pullar’s victim 
where he alleged they first had sex 
in a tent in her garden. 

He said: “She told me she had 
fancied me for about a month 
before that. We went in the tent and 
started watching horror films on 
her laptop. 

“We started kissing and she got 
down to her bra and knickers and it 
just happened. I kind of felt a bit 
guilty afterwards.” 

The court heard there were a 
number of incidents of abuse 
which took place in woods near 
Pullar’s home. 

The jury was told Pullar is sep¬ 
arated from her husband, Des¬ 
mond Pullar, but had a boyfriend, 
Kevin Boy don, at the time of the 
abuse.

A SCHOOL sports programme 
which enables thousands of East 
Cambridgeshire children to reap 
the benefits of competitive sport 
may have been temporarily 
saved. 

But the battle is still on to find the 
funding needed to keep the popular 
Witchford Schools Sports Partnership 
(WSSP) going. 

As reported in the Weekly News last 
month, Education Secretary Michael 
Gove backed down over his decision to 
scrap the nationwide £162million 
project in England. 

It means the WSSP at Witchford 
Village College will continue - but only 
until August. 

Staff and students at the college are 
now campaigning and seeking 
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alternative funding to stop it from being 
abolished altogether. 

Diane Baker, WSSP’s development 
manager, said: “Everyone seems to think 
we’ve been saved but that’s not the case. 

“Yes, the Government has backed 
down over the decision to stop funding 
but that’s only temporarily 

“We have enough funding to secure 
two positions until August but after that 
the project could cease altogether.” 

Currently, seven teachers spend one 
day a week each on the project. 

That will now be cut down to two. 

Mrs Baker said: “Without a doubt, the 
project isn’t going to be as successful as 
it has been, with less people running it, 
and we don’t want to see this happen.

“WSSP not only enables secondary 
school pupils to reap the benefits of 
competitive sport, but also primary 
school children across the district. 

“We need anyone who wants to save 
this project to speak up and show their 
support.” 

The SSP scheme also operates at 
Netherhall, Comberton and Hinching- 
brooke specialist sports colleges. 

Last year, the partnership worked with 
63 primary and secondary schools 
across the district.

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Council staff ‘kiss and tell’ policy plan a laughing stock’ 


A LOCAL authority has 
dumped a proposed “kiss 
and tell personnel” staff 
policy after criticism from 
unions. 

Personnel bosses at Fen- 
land District Council, based 
in March, had put forward 
the scheme, under which 
“intimate behaviour during 


work time” could have been 
be classed as gross miscond¬ 
uct and resulted in dis¬ 
ciplinary action. But council 
members have unanimously 
rejected the idea. 

The Draft People Policy: 
Relationships At Work plan 
was drawn up by Sam Anth¬ 
ony, the council’s head of 


human resources and org¬ 
anisational development. 

It proposed that staff 
should declare any “close 
personal relationship” with a 
colleague to their manager 
in writing, personnel off¬ 
icials should be told and the 
information recorded on 
personal files. 


Members of the Conser¬ 
vative-controlled council’s 
staff committee have 
rejected the plan after Ms 
Anthony outlined it at a 
meeting in March. 

Cllr Jonathan Farmer said 
of the policy: “It has come 
from the database of daft 
ideas. 


“This is an example of 
incredibly bad judgment.” 

Cllr Peter Murphy said: 
“This last week, everywhere 
I have been, everyone has 
been taking the rise out of 
me. 

“To the general public this 
is just a laugh. A total 
laughing stock.” 
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Dial-a-ride hit 
by ECDC cuts 


EAST Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council has pulled the 
plug on its funding for a 
community bus service 
which offers a lifeline to 
isolated, elderly and dis¬ 
abled people. 

Ely Soham Dial-a-Ride was set 
to receive £16,800 from the 
council this year. But the cash- 
strapped authority has voted to 
withdraw the grant in a bid to 
balance the books. 

It comes just a week after 
council leader Fred Brown 
announced plans to save 
£2.6million over the next four 
years. 

Cllr Brown said the money was 
simply not available. 

Nick Blencowe, business dev¬ 
elopment manager of Ely Soham 
Dial-a-Ride, said the money 
would be “very difficult to replace”. 

He said: “We are reliant on 
outside funding to balance the 
books. We operate to give those in 
the community who can’t use the 
main bus service access to local 
amenities by providing an afford¬ 
able door-to-door bus service. 
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“The dial-a-ride service cannot 
pay for itself, so there will have to 
be a reduction in the services we 
provide. 

“The board of trustees will be 
meeting on February 3 to decide 
how this is to be done.” 

The loss-making service has 
been operating since December 
2003. The council’s grant rep¬ 
resents 5 per cent of the service’s 
overall income but was its largest 
grant. 

Liberal Democrats have blasted 
the “short-sighted” decision, 
saying it will leave many people 
isolated across the district. 

Lib Dem leader Cllr Ian Allen, 
said: “The Conservatives have 
targeted some of the most vul¬ 
nerable members of our comm¬ 
unity rather than looking at 
making cuts from their internal 
budget. 

“At the same time, they are 
preparing a statement in support 
of the Local Transport Plan which 
includes a key message ‘to cont¬ 
inue to support the development 


of community transport’. 

“This is totally hypocritical.” 

The grant was withdrawn foll¬ 
owing news that the district 
council will lose the government- 
funded concessionary bus fares 
scheme to Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

The district council received a 
higher allocation of funding than 
was needed to run the scheme 
and the Tories claim that without 
this money they can no longer 
afford to support dial-a-ride. 

But Cllr Brown defended the 
move, and said: “The simple fact 
is, since the funding and administ¬ 
ration for concessionary bus fares 
moved to the county council, we 
no longer have the pot of money 
to fund the dial-a-ride grant. 

“It is as simple and uncomp¬ 
licated as that.” 

Cllr Tony Parramint, chairman 
of the council’s environment and 
transport committee, added: “We 
can only do so much with the 
funding we have - it only stretches 
so far - sadly this is a fact which 
seems to have escaped Cllr Allen.” 

He promised to offer dial-a-ride 
any support it needed to find 
other sources of funding.

Pervert facing 
time in prison 

A MAN could face jail after 
he admitted masturbating 
in front of a girl. 

Nicholas Reader, 36, 
pleaded guilty to engaging 
in sexual activity in the 
presence of a child when 
he appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court. 

The offence happened 
in Pymoor on July 23 last 
year. 

Reader, of Shakespeare 
Street, Watford, pleaded 
not guilty to sexually ass¬ 
aulting the same girl, aged 
11, by touching her on the 
same date, and prosecutor 
Sara Walker said she would 
not pursue this matter. 

Jonathan Ray, defend¬ 
ing, said his client had 
already started treatment 
for his problems. 

Judge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth ordered Reader to 
sign the sex offenders’ 
register and released him 
on conditional bail until 
February 4, when he will 
be sentenced. 

The judge said: “The fact 
that you are getting bail 
does not indicate any¬ 
thing. All options, includ¬ 
ing custody, will be open to 
this court when it comes to 
passing sentence.” 

Reader must not contact 
the girl concerned, must 
reside at his home address, 
and must co-operate with 
the probation service in 
the preparation of a pre¬ 
sentence report.

Whose idea was 
freeze on tax? 

Sir, So, Cllr Fred Brown intends 
freezing council tax. I thought the 
new Government decreed it was to 
be frozen for 2011 /12 anyway. 

Surely he isn’t taking credit for that. 
However, if he means 2012/13 then 
fair enough. As my council tax has 
increased by 208 per cent in 17 
years, it’s about time. 

Regarding cuts, recently I sent a 
Freedom of Information (FOI) 
request about the cost of the 
endless consultations/land 
assessments and core strategies to 
do with urbanising a once 
agricultural area. I was told they are 
mandatory and wonder whether 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) has suggested to 
central Government that they 
cease. They are becoming more 
convoluted each time - how much 
more do you intend changing the 
housing goals for goodness sake? 
Time to cut the suit to fit the cloth 
and stop trying to get out of a 
financial hole by earning New 
Homes Bonuses. I hope they stop 
paying them because you are 
permitting building on a flood 
plain in Soham, but have no 
contingency plans for flooding. 
Appallingly, the figures for my FOI 
did not include staffing, despite me 
asking twice, because they “don’t 
have those costs”. I have managed 
budgets both in the US and UK and 
one of the highest revenue costs 
was staffing. I want to know, but 
doubt an answer will be 
forthcoming, how on earth do you 
run a council without proper 
departmental budgets? Surely each 
department head should be 
responsible for their own budgets, 
including personally getting best 
quotes for every item and not over¬ 
employing staff. That should ensure 


there is no overspend on anything. 
It beggars belief that a mandatory 
task does not have a budget to 
include staff hours. Some time ago, 
I got a costing for the Soham Draft 
Masterplan (there’s a word to worry 
about), which seemed excessive at 
£101,000, but at least it included 
staff costs. Whether it was within 
budget or not, who knows? It is 
mystifying that the other 
consultations do not have 
allocations for staff time. It must be 
substantial given how much the 
development boundaries keep 
being pushed for Soham, Littleport 
and Ely. How do you know if you’ve 
overspent? 

I suggest there is something 
seriously wrong with the way many 
councils are run, not least of which 
is the amount of red tape. For 
example, if I hold my budget and 
need a new light fitting, it makes 
sense for me to acquire quotes 
locally and get the work done. 
Instead, I believe that quotes are 
sought centrally at ECDC, and 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
which works out more expensive 
and causes delays. My budget and 
my responsibility to live within it. 
End of story. Too simplistic? 

Usually the simplest solutions are 
the best. 


I suspect the problems with 
overspending and not finding 
constructive solutions has to do 
with egos, power and central 
control. Sadly everything is out of 
control.

School league 
tables revealed 

STUDENTS in East Cambridgeshire have 
excelled in the latest exam results. 

A-level and GCSE results were ann¬ 
ounced last summer, but the confirmed 
league tables for England were published 
last Wednesday by the Government’s 
Department for Education. 

The tables revealed Cambridgeshire was 
ranked 38th in the list of local authorities 
for GCSE scores, with an average of 58.9 
per cent of youngsters earning at least five 
A* to C grades at GCSE, including maths 
and English, compared to 53.4 per cent 
nationally. 

The county’s sixth-formers also did well, 
with Cambridgeshire ranked 25th by the 
average A-level points score per candidate. 

At the King’s School Ely, 94 per cent of 
pupils got five A* to C grades at GCSE or 
equivalent, including English and maths. 

The figure at the City of Ely Community 
College was 52 per cent, 57 per cent at 
Witchford Village College and 64 per cent 
at Soham Village College. 

At the King’s School Ely, the average 
GCSE points score per pupil was 505.8 and 
the A-level points score per candidate was 
829.6. 

At the City of Ely Community College, 
the figures were 448.2 and 597.3. 

At Soham Village College and Witchford 
Village College, the average GCSE points 
score per pupil were 425.7 and 473.8. 

Overall, the King’s School Ely was ranked 
an impressive third within its local 
authority for GCSEs. 

Soham Village College, Witchford Village 
College and the City of Ely College were 
ranked 19th, 25th and 27th respectively.

She said: “Christmas 
went by and on December 
281 called again to find out 
what was happening but

“Then, on December 30, 
out the blue, one of the 
cases was delivered to our 
address by courier. We’d 
been given no warning - it 
just turned up.

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Jail for child pom priest 


A CATHOLIC priest who 
blamed his celibacy for 
his compulsion to look 
at child pornography on 
the internet has been 
jailed for eight months. 

Father John Shannon, 58, of 
The Elms, Chatteris, down¬ 
loaded 740 indecent photo¬ 
graphs of children as young as 
9. 

At the time, the East Ang¬ 
lian priest was a part-time 
lecturer at Ushaw College, 
near Durham City. He retired 
from the ministry after his 
arrest and has since resigned. 


Durham Crown Court heard 
last Friday that police were 
called in by the college 
authorities last June because 
someone had made attempts 
to access restricted websites. 

The culprit was identified 
as Shannon, and officers went 
to his home and seized his 
computer. Analysis revealed it 
contained 740 indecent 
images of children - mostly 
boys. 

In a prepared statement to 
police, Shannon said it was 
“curiosity and lack of self- 
control that led him to access 
these websites and it became 
a compulsion”. 


Some of the images were 
kept by Shannon as screen¬ 
savers. 

At a previous hearing 
Shannon admitted 16 counts 
of making indecent images of 
children and one charge of 
possessing indecent images of 
children. 

Andrew Finlay, in mit¬ 
igation, said Shannon had 
been a priest for 30 years and 
had to be celibate. 

He said: “He has never had 
a chance to explore his sex¬ 
uality. It has remained bottled 
up and boxed up and he 
thinks it may be to do with 
that unexplored sexuality.” 


Judge Christopher Prince 
placed Shannon on the sex 
offenders register for 10 years 
and banned him from work¬ 
ing with children for life. 

Afterwards, The Right 
Reverend Michael Evans, 
Bishop of East Anglia, said: 
“Any form of abuse of child¬ 
ren, including that involved in 
the production of indecent 
images, is something we 
cannot tolerate as Christians. 

“Children are always dam¬ 
aged in some way by such 
abuse. I apologise profoundly 
that a priest of this diocese 
has been involved in this 
way.” 


Teen driver fled after car crash 


A YOUTH ploughed into 
the back of a car and then 
drove off without notifying 
anyone, a court heard. 

George Reynolds, 18, was 
driving his Honda Civic 
along the High Street in 
Soham when he crashed 
into the back of a station¬ 
ary Peugeot on October 23 
last year. 

The driver of the Peu¬ 
geot, Simon Barber, suffer¬ 
ed “slight” injuries but his 
car had “extensive” dam¬ 
age. 

Instead of stopping, Rey¬ 
nolds, of Guntons Close, 
Soham, continued driving 
and did not report the 


incident to police. 

However, officers man¬ 
aged to track him down 
after spotting the collision 
on CCTV 

Penny Cannon, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “The inci¬ 
dent was never reported to 
police. However, officers 
tracked him down using 
CCTV 

“It’s fair to say he has 
since been in touch with 
Mr Barber, however.” 

Reynolds appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court where 
he pleaded guilty to a 
charge of driving without 
due care and attention and 
a charge of failing to stop at 


the scene of an accident. 

Unrepresented in court, 
he said: “As I went to brake, 
they just locked and there 
was nothing I could do. 

“I know I should have 
stopped but I just panicked 
and didn’t know what to 
do.” 

Reynolds told the court 
he was studying a fishery 
management course in 
Bedford and pleaded with 
magistrates not to dis¬ 
qualify him from driving. 

Phil King, presiding mag¬ 
istrate, endorsed Reynolds’s 
licence with five penalty 
points and fined him £100.

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Relief as daughter 
flees from Oz floods

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A MOTHER has described 
her horror after discovering 
her newlywed daughter and 
son-in-law were caught up in 
the Queensland floods. 

Natalie and Daniel Watson, aged 
32 and 31, live in Wellington Point, 
25km away from the flood-stricken 
city of Brisbane. 

Mrs Watson, whose maiden 
name was Chivers, was born and 
raised in Ely, and was married in 
Australia on December 4. 

Her mother and father, Sheila and 
Eric Chivers, of St Catherine’s, Ely, 
described seeing the flash floods on 
TV as “nerve-wrecking”. 

Mrs Chivers said: “We only got 
back from Australia on December 
11 after staying with them for the 
wedding. 

“It rained every day when we 
were out there but we never 
imagined it would lead to floods like 
this. 

“Natalie works in Brisbane city 
centre and Daniel works on the 
Gold Coast, so when we saw the 
headlines on the news we were so 
worried. 

“Waiting to hear from and trying 
to get in touch with them the other 
side of the world was so, so nerve¬ 



wrecking.” 

Mrs Chivers said Mr Watson, who 
is Australian, met their daughter, a 
former Soham Village College 
student, while she was travelling. 

They have lived there together for 
just over two years. 

Mrs Chivers said: “Natalie called 
us last Monday and to hear her 
voice was such a relief. 

“She works as a human resources 
manager for Queensland Main 
Roads, and said she’d been evacuat¬ 
ed from the offices that day and told 
to stay at home, which is where 
she’s been ever since. 

“Daniel’s an electrician, so has 
been out and about where it’s safe. 

“We’re just so relieved they’re

both safe and fingers crossed, 
because their house is on higher 
land, they will be okay.” 

The floods are the worst to hit the 
city in decades, ruining tens of 
thousands of homes and busin¬ 
esses. 

It has so far caused 25 deaths and 
another 55 people remain missing. 

Mrs Chivers added: "I’ve spoken 
to them everyday since the week¬ 
end just to put my mind at rest. 

“They said it’s absolutely devast¬ 
ating out there and that seeing it in 
real life is completely different to 
seeing it on the TV 

“Natalie said you have to see the 
extent of the flooding to realise how 
devastating it actually is.”

Racing car

A YOUNG woman’s new 
year got off to a bad start 
after she was caught 
drink-driving and lashed 
out at police.

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Clean team has a kind of magic 


Starting a new business has helped two young 
women from Chatteris change their lives - and 
bag a coveted award in the process. EMMA 
HIGGINBOTHAM went to meet them. 


B ORED, broke and 
scraping by on 
benefits, Carla 
Shand and Olivia Steers 
were fed up with their 
lives. 

The best friends were both 
single mums and struggling to 
make ends meet; but rather 
than giving in, the heroic pair 
decided to start their own 
business - with remarkable 
results. 

Since meeting through 
friends in 2001, neither Carla, 
who’s 29, nor Olivia, 28, had a 
serious job, although Carla 
occasionally helped at her 
parents’ cleaning company in 
Peterborough, where she was 
living at the time. But five years 
ago her life took a nasty turn. 

“My mum got terminal 
cancer,” she explains. “She had 
breast cancer, and got treated 
and got it away for a year, but 
then it came back in her lymph 
glands and liver. It was an awful 
time.” 

Carla and her father 
managed the business as best 
as they could, but sold it when 
her mum needed full-time 
care. “We had no choice, we 
had to care for her because she 
didn’t want to go into hospital,” 
she says. 

When her mother died in 
2006, Carla decided to move to 
Chatteris with her son, Jay, who 
is now nearly 12, and daughter 
Sophia, now 10. Having Olivia’s 
support, she says, saved her 
sanity: “My dad had moved 
away - he didn’t handle it very 
well, so all I had really was 
Olivia. She was my rock.” 


Life was tough, though: “I 
was really struggling. I was on 
benefits so I was living on a 
tight budget, and just trying to 
get up each morning and get 
through a day. It was really 
hard.” 

But Olivia was having a 
difficult time too, trying to 
muddle through while looking 
after her daughter Courtney, 
who is now 8. 

“I hated being on benefits,” 
says Olivia. “The most 
important thing to us was our 
children, but when you’re on 
benefits and not working, you 
take them to school, then you 
sit around all day... it wasn’t 
giving our children the right 
message.” 

By an unhappy coincidence, 
Olivia had also just lost 
someone she loved, her best 
friend Michael. And his death, 
she says, made her re-evaluate 
her own situation. “I thought to 
myself: ‘Life goes so quickly’. As 
you grow older, it seems to go 
faster and faster, and I looked 
back and thought, ‘I’ve not 
done anything for 10 years!’ I 
needed to have a challenge.” 

Carla felt the same: “One day 
Olivia said to me, ‘We’ve really 
got to sort ourselves out, and 
you’ve got to get your chin up. 
We need to figure out what 
we’re going to do’.” 

The obvious answer was to 
start a cleaning company. Carla 
already had plenty of 
experience and knew a little 
about running a business. 
Olivia had worked as a cleaner 
before. “And we’re both 
mothers, so we were both at 
home a lot and cleaning a lot! It

really was the perfect solution,” 
says Carla. 

Being fanatical about 
hygiene also helped, she 
laughs: “I used to be a bit of a 
clean freak, to the point where I 
thought, ‘Right, I’ve got to sort 
this out, I’ve mopped this floor 
three times today - stop!”’ 

Excited by their decision, the 
pair, who live in Chatteris, 
embarked on a start-up course, 
and set about writing their 
business plan. But they weren’t 
daunted: “It was actually really 


good fun,” says Carla. 

They certainly took it 
seriously, surveying 100 people 
in three different towns, and 
doing practice cleans at their 
friends’ homes so they could 
take ‘before’ and ‘after’ photos 
for their marketing material. 

“It took us about three 
months, working all day and all 
night,” smiles Carla. “We really 
did love it though, and we just 
knew that we could do it.” 

The girls also applied to the 
Prince’s Tmst, which gave them 


a £4,500 loan and their own 
personal business mentor, 
Robert Moorhouse. Thus, The 
Cleaning Fairies was finally 
launched in 2009. 

It was an instant hit; the pair 
have been inundated with 
work, thanks to 
recommendations by clients, 
have already bought a second 
van, and expect to double their 
turnover shortly. But Carla isn’t 
surprised: “We’re young, we’re 
energetic, and because it’s our 
own business and it means so 


much to us, we’re very 
particular about our work - 
and that’s definitely what keeps 
our clients coming back.” 

Robert was so impressed 
that he nominated the girls for 
the prestigious CAM Rider 
Enterprise Award at the Prince’s 
Tmst Celebrate Success Awards 
in November. “And we won!” 
says Carla. “We were absolutely 
chuffed to bits. We were up 
against some fantastic young 
people, so it was just an 
absolute honour. 

“But Olivia and I felt like we’d 
won before we even got the 
award. We’ve got the business, 
we’ve got each other, we love 
our job, and we love getting up 
in the morning now. It just 
brightens up the day knowing 
that we’re going to work 
together.” 

So what advice would they 
give to other young people who 
are unemployed? 

“I would say it’s all about 
confidence,” says Olivia. 
“People who’ve been out of 
work a long time sometimes 
think, ‘Oh there’s no point’, but 
they have to just hold their 
head up high and say ‘I can do 
this’. If you put your mind to it 
and work hard, you can do 
anything.” 

Carla adds: “A lot of single 
mothers think that they’ve got 
no experience. But being a 
mother, you’re a cook, a 
cleaner, an accountant, a 
counsellor, a referee.. .You 
have so many important life 
skills.” 

The Cleaning Fairies’ future 
certainly looks bright, and 
they’re planning to hire more 
staff and move into 
commercial cleaning in the 
near future. But whatever else 
changes, they’ll be sticking 
with the name: “My mum used 
to call me a little cleaning fairy,” 
says Carla, “and I know she’d be 
really, really proud of me.”

Plan for new 
road charge

BUSINESS bosses have reacted 
angrily to new proposals for a 
pay-as-you-drive scheme in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Cllr Nichola Harrison, who is pro¬ 
posing the Charge and Spend plan, said 
there would be a cap of £20 a week on 
how much people would be charged. 

The radical scheme would cover nearly 
every road in the county and be 
monitored by meters fitted in vehicles 
and a network of cameras - drivers would 
be charged accordingly for using the 
roads. 

Cllr Harrison believes it could generate 
the substantial income required to 
bankroll much needed improvements to 
highways and public transport. 

If the tolls are introduced, it is expected 
60 per cent of drivers would pay £3 or less 
a week, and nearly 90 per cent would pay 
£10 at most. 

But businesses say the idea would be 
an unfair extra tax on small firms, many 
of which are already reeling under 
rocketing fuel bills. 

John Bridge, chief executive of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Chambers of Commerce, 
said: “We feel it’s completely wrong to 
bring in something like this. 

“There’s a need for a proper strategic 
look at what we need to do on transport

in Cambridge. I’m sure people will totally 
reject the idea of another payment 
scheme.” 

Dick Jarvis, chairman of the Cam¬ 
bridge branch of the Federation of Small 
Businesses, said: “This sounds just like 
the congestion charge under another 
name. 

“Many small businesses rely on being 
able to travel around for their customers, 
delivering goods and providing services, 
and this would be bad news for them.” 

Cllr Harrison said: “None of us wants 
to pay more for being on the road, and I 
fully recognise that people are already 
paying a lot of money for fuel and other 
costs. 

“But instead of giving all our money to 
the Government, my argument is that it’s 
better to make a relatively modest 
addition to our motoring costs locally, 
and use that money locally for our 
benefit. 

“For businesses, having a good road 
network, properly funded, is gold dust.”

Capturing 
life in the 
black fens 

AN art exhibition focusing on the 
village of Isleham is now on show 
in Ely. 

The exhibition, entitled Black Fen 
they call it, will showcase the work 
of photographer Justin Partyka at 
the Babylon Gallery. 

In 1975, Virago Press published 
their first book, Fenwomen, by 
Mary Chamberlain. A pioneering 
work of oral history, it is a collection 
of interviews with women from the 
Isleham area. 

The book tells the story of almost 
100 years of life in the rural village 
and describes the experience of 
women as agricultural labourers 
and labourers’ wives, and how the 
flat black Fenland intimately shapes 
their way of life. 

The photographs in this 
exhibition will appear in a new 
edition of the book, which will be 
published by Full Circle Editions 
later this month. 

Partyka visited Isleham last year 
and his large scale colour 
photographs create a 
contemporary portrait of the village 
over 30 years since the oral history 
was collected. 

In that time much has changed 
in Isleham, but Partyka’s 
photographs also reveal the 
timeless way of life in the Fens, the 
mysterious qualities of the 
inescapable landscape and how it 
continues to shape the people who 
live surrounded by it.

THE GREEN HORNET

OSCAR-WINNING writer- 
director Michel Gondry 
always refused to 
compromise his creativity on 
the big screen. 

He conjured some 
memorable and offbeat 
romantic comedies of recent 
times ( Eternal Sunshine Of 
The Spotless Mind, The 
Science Of Sleep) but, alas, 
has finally sold out into the 
competitive arena of 
blockbusters. 

The Green Flornet resurrects 
the eponymous masked 
avenger and puts him at the 
centre of an illogical plot and 
a blitzkrieg of headache- 
inducing action sequences 
that strain the eyes in 3D. 

A puerile script leaves no 
room for sparks of originality. 
Indeed, if Gondry’s name 
wasn’t clearly emblazoned on 
the credits, you’d question if 
he was really behind this 
clatter of disparate elements. 
Media magnate James Reid 
(Tom Wilkinson) dies from an 
allergic reaction to a bee 


sting, leaving his empire to 
his wastrel son, Britt (Seth 
Rogen), a mainstay of the 
city’s hedonistic party scene. 
The son forges an unlikely 
friendship with his father’s 
driver, Kato (Jay Chou), and 
together they fight crime on 
the city streets. 

In his guise as The Green 
Hornet, Britt strikes fear into 
the heart of the underworld 
controlled by Benjamin 
Chudnofsky (Christoph 
Waltz), aided by Kato and his 
seemingly indestructible car, 
The Black Beauty. 


The Green Hornet lacks 
cohesion, clumsily teeing up 
set pieces which include a 
ridiculous chase around the 
newspaper offices. 

Kato’s own version of bullet¬ 
time fighting, flooring his 
adversaries in slow motion, is 
visually appealing but turns 
out to be the film’s only 
directorial flourish. 

Chou is tolerable as the 
sidekick with slick martial arts 
moves but Diaz has nothing 
to do other than stand around 
in her undies. Gondry’s film 
can’t buzz off quick enough.

It's the appeal of potatoes 



CHIPS OR MASH?: Potatoes can be a fun crop to grow 
and require little effort for a bumper crop. 


That would life be 
Wf without the 

humble spud? Can 
you imagine bangers 
without mash, fish without 
chips, Sunday roast without 
the obligatory roast 
potatoes? 

Of the many vegetables you can 
grow, potatoes are among the 
easiest, yet the most rewarding. 
Those dug up and cooked 
immediately taste so completely 
different from the shop-bought 
varieties, which to me look like 
they've often been stuck in plastic 
bags too long. 

As National Potato Day 
approaches, Philip Turvil, project 
manager of Garden Organic’s 
Master Gardener programme, a 
volunteer network which supports 
people and communities growing 
fruit and veg, says there’s no better 
time to start ‘chitting’ potatoes and 
to find out about the wealth of 
varieties on offer. 

Start buying your seed potatoes 
now for chitting on trays or in egg 
cartons on a well-lit windowsill, 
but out of direct sunlight. When 
the dark green shoots appear on 
the tubers in four to six weeks, 
plant them in well-prepared 
ground, enhanced with compost or 
well-rotted manure and within a 
few months you’ll have crops of 
delicious spuds to last you 
throughout summer and well into

autumn. 

There are some basic rules to 
follow to give you the best chance 
of success, he advises. 

“Don’t let the shoots on the 
seed potatoes become too long 
before you plant them out,” he 
says. 

“If they get too long, say four 
inches, they start to become leggy 
and may break off when you plant 
them in the ground. This will slow 
the crop down as the tuber has 
already expended so much energy 
producing the shoots.” 

Prepare your soil in winter, 
before planting your potatoes, he 
advises. 

“They are really hungry plants, 
so add compost or well-rotted 
manure to the soil in January 
onwards and up to early spring, 
but don't overdo it. One 
wheelbarrow of compost for every 
10 square metres is plenty,” he 
says. 

It is possible to add too much 
compost, he warns, which will 


encourage lots of dark green 
foliage at the expense of the tubers 
underneath. Dig organic matter 
into the top 30cm of soil where 
you haven’t grown potatoes for 
three or four years and plant the 
tubers four to six inches deep, 
keeping them well watered but not 
waterlogged. 

Early varieties, otherwise 
known as new potatoes, planted 
out from March to May, can be 
planted 30cm apart in rows 40- 
50cm apart and you should be 
harvesting them in June and July. 
Maincrop varieties need more 
space, can remain in the soil for 
longer and can be harvested in 
September and October and 
stored. 


Of course, like all vegetables, 
potatoes have their enemies - 
slugs work their way under the soil 
and chomp though people’s 
harvests. The secret to deterring 
them is not to just adopt one 
method, says Turvil. 

“Use more than one technique. 
Maincrops are particularly 
vulnerable in September, so don’t 
overwater them, which will 
encourage slugs. Wash a 
nematode drip, available from 
mail order companies and at 
garden centres, down into the 
crop. If you have to use slug 
pellets, choose organic ones, 
scattered on the surface.” 

Potato blight is another 
problem, so if you see signs of it - 


brownish-black patches on the 
leaves, which eventually wither 
and die - chop off infected leaves 
down to ground level. 

Leave the affected tubers in the 
ground for a couple of weeks so 
that spores on the surface aren't 
disturbed, which could infect the 
rest of the crop. 

“If you have potatoes which 
have been left in the ground from 
last season and then sprouted, or 
have been put on the compost 
heap, remove them because they 
can carry blight,” Turvil advises. 

“Also, choose good quality seed 
potatoes from a reliable source 
such as a good garden centre or by 
attending a Potato Day event, and 
check out the more blight-resistant 
varieties such as Cara, Valor and 
new Sarpo varieties." 

Several websites, including 
www.lovepotatoes.co.uk and the 
British Potato Council, 
www.potato.org.uk, list new more 
blight-resistant types on their 
databases. 

To maximise your chances of a 
good crop, spread a mulch of 
organic matter on the soil surface 
a few weeks after planting. If the 
emerging leaves have been 
damaged by frost, leave them on 
the plants, as they will protect the 
foliage underneath, he 
recommends. 

When earthing up (dragging the 
earth up around the plants while 
they are growing), which you 
should do two or three times a 


season, don’t cover the plants 
completely, he says. 

“If you do that, you are 
effectively turning out a light, 
which they need to grow. Leave 
about two inches of the plant 
poking out of the soil." 

While they are growing, it’s 
better to water them thoroughly 
once a week than to water them 
lightly every day, as really 
drenching them will encourage 
moisture right down to the roots. 
However, don’t allow them to 
become waterlogged or you can 
rot the tubers. 

Early potatoes will be ready to 
harvest when the foliage dies 
down or when the flowers open in 
June and July, or earlier (the 
earlier you dig them up, the less 
chance there is of blight). 

Maincrops are harvested later in 
the year and can be left on the 
surface to dry off a little before 
being put into storage. Turvil’s 
maincrop favourite is Golden 
Wonder. 

“The return from a single seed 
potato is so great. You plant them 
in March and within three or four 
months you have loads. Growing 
potatoes is something the whole 
family can enjoy with relatively 
little effort. It’s incredibly 
satisfying.”

Christmas training 
turn me into 


a cracker - Tyler 


WHILE most people were 
unwrapping their presents on 
Christmas Day, Tyler Goodjohn 
(right) was out pounding the streets. 

The former Junior ABA champion 
admitted it may seem excessive, but 
he believes going on a festive 
training run gives him the kind of 
mental toughness he needs to thrive 
in the professional game. 

Goodjohn said: “My family said 
‘treat yourself for a week’, but I 
knew I couldn’t afford to do that, so 
I was out on the road running every 
day, including Christmas Day. 

“I did it partly because I’m 
obsessive about staying at my 
weight, but I think it also gives me 
an edge because I doubt many 
others were doing the same. 

“There are days when I feel I can’t 
do it, especially over Christmas 
when everyone likes to relax, but I 
force myself and it just keeps 
you focused. 

“This isn’t the kind of sport where 
you can think ‘I’ll do it in a couple 
of weeks’. 

“I could fight tomorrow if I had to 
because I’ve kept so sharp.” 

The Wentworth light-welterweight 
said his main aim for 2011 was to 
maintain his unbeaten record after 
winning his first two contests, while 
remaining busy. 

He has three bouts lined up in as 
many months, starting on a bill at 
Wembley Arena on February 19 and 
finishing on the undercard of Pat 
McAleese’s show at Newmarket’s 
Tattersalls on April 30. 

Goodjohn said: “I’ve been lucky to 
have boxed at York Hall in my first 
two fights, and it’s amazing to think 
my third bout will be at Wembley. 

“I’ve always been the kind of 
person, even as an amateur, that 
has done better when the pressure 



is on, boxing on the big stages 
when you have to really concentrate 
on what you’re doing, so it’s great 
for me.” 

After recently moving to London to 
be closer to his gym, Goodjohn 
(above) has gained an insight into 
what it takes to be a champion after 
becoming the regular sparring 
partner of British title-holder Lenny 
Daws, who defends his belt on the 
Wembley show. 

He said: “He’s really down to 
earth, and I’ve got a lot of respect 
for him. It’s been great over the last 
few weeks just working with him, 
seeing how much desire you need 
and how hard you have to train to 
be British champion. 

“I was picked to spar with him 
because I have a similar style to his 
opponent (Ashley Theophane). 

“After the first day, I got out of the 
ring and said to my trainer ‘he’s 
unbelievable’ and he said ‘that’s 
what you have to do’. 

“It’s good that a champion has 
that hold over you to make you think 
that way. 

“I’ve learned so much from the 
experience and people pay for that 
kind of sparring, so I’m grateful to 
have had it every day and I can use 
it to take me forward.”
